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CHAPTER 282.

AN ACT to appropriate a sum of money therein named to certain persons therein named
to compensate them for damages sustained to food in the eity of Darlington during
the 1950 flood, which said damages were occasioned by the use of a disinfectant in
the prenises where such food was then and there kept in acecordance with directions
of a state food inspector.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

There is appropriated from the general fund the sum of $547.96 to certain persons
hereinafter named to compensate them for damages sustained to food in the eity of
Darlington during the 1950 flood, which said damages were occasioned by the use of a
disinfeetant in the premises where such food was then and there kept in aceordance with
the directions of a state food inspector. The name of each of the persons referred to
followed by the amount of money to be paid him out of such appropriation for the
damages so sustained by him follows:

Acceptance by each of said persons of the amount to be paid him out of such appro-
priation shall operate as a full and complete release to the state from him of all elaims
arising and damages resulting to him by reason of the use of such disinfectant.
